Reply Expected to Say 
Country Cannot Change 


Treaty Versailles 


PARIS, Sept. 10.—The council 
of ministers, with President Le- 
Brun presiding, approved unan- 
imously today the text of the 
French veply to Germany's aide 
memoir demanding equality of 
armaments the reply, among 
other things, points out that the 
German demand calls for a revis- 
jon of the Versailles treaty and 
that such a procedure could not 
be taken by France and Germany, 
but should be proposed to the 
League of Nations
